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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- __ 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 
GRAIN AND FEED ¢ re) ie 
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Policy Changes May Reduce SOUTH AFRICAN Corn Exports. South African 
corn exports in 1987/88 and in future years could be reduced as new policies 
take effect. These changes in turn enhance U.S. export prospects in major 
corn markets like Japan and Taiwan. These new policies are designed to limit 
corn production and cut export losses caused by the widening gap between high 
domestic prices and lower world prices. Recent good harvests will likely 
enable South Africa to export an estimated 2.6 million tons in 1986/87, but 
implementation of thesé policies would reduce exportable supplies and prevent 
South Africa from attaining its former position as a major corn exporter of 
4-5 million tons annually. The U.S. agricultural attache in Pretoria 
forecasts South African corn exports at 1.3 million tons in 1987/88 (Oct/Sept). 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


SOVIET and ARGENTINE Long-term Trade Agreement in the Wings. 
Argentine journalists report that the arrival of Soviet Chancellor Edward 
Schevardnadze is expected to result in the signature of a long-term trade 
agreement. If consummated, Argentina reportedly would agree to purchase $1.1 
billion of Soviet machinery and equipment prior to 1991 and the Soviets would 
increase purchases of Argentine grain and oilseeds. The agreement would help 
rectify the trade imbalance between the USSR and Argentina. Increased 
Argentine exports could displace both U.S. and European Community (EC) exports 
to the Soviet Union. However, Argentine grain trade contacts do not believe 
an agreement will be signed, and if it is, it will not have any real impact on 
Argentine grain exports. The current USSR-Argentine long-term agreement 
provides for 500,000 tons optional soybeans or soybean meal pellets annually 
until 1990.

DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


MEXICO Stops Feeder Cattle Exports. Mexican feeder cattle exports 
have been prohibited since September because the Mexican government and cattle 
producers have not agreed on a new export quota level. The Mexican cattle 
export season for 1987/88 began September 1 but no announcement of a new quota 
has been made because of disagreement between the two groups over domestic 
beef price levels. U.S. imports of feeder cattle from Mexico more than 
doubled in 1986 to over 1.1 million head, and imports during January-July 1987 
totaled nearly 629,000 head. U.S. imports of feeder cattle from Mexico fell 
to an estimated 3,000 head in August, with no imports in September. Mexican 
exports of feeder cattle to the United States traditionally are low during 
August-October and reach their peak during November-March.

AUSTRALIAN Milk Output Up in 1987. In Australia, output of milk in 
1987 is estimated at 6.3 million tons, about 2 percent higher than in 1986, 
according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Canberra. Milk cow numbers 
are down about 3 percent for the same period. The major dairy state, 
Victoria, enjoyed favorable weather during March-June which was sufficient to 
boost production above the year-earlier level. With more milk available, 
output of cheese expanded to 177,000 tons, up 4 percent. Demand growth for 
non-chedder type cheeses has been relatively strong and that has helped the 
whole cheese market. Output of butter and nonfat dry milk, at 104,000 tons 
and 120,000 tons respectively, are nearly the same as in 1986. 


RKKKK 


Milk Production in UNITED KINGDOM Falls in 1987. In the United 
Kingdom, 1987 milk output is forecast at 15.3 million tons, 6 percent below 
1986, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in London. The June 1987 
census showed dairy cow numbers down 3 percent. The decline in milk 
production and cow numbers mainly reflects efforts being made to comply with 
the EC's 6-percent cut in delivery quotas for the 1987/88 marketing year 
(April/March). Again in response to the EC quota system, milk production is 
expected to decline another 2 percent in 1988. 


With less milk available for processing because of declining 
production and an increase in consumption of fresh milk, 1987 butter and 
nonfat dry milk output, at 200,000 tons and 235,000 tons, respectively, are 
expected to be off over 10 percent. Cheese output at 265,000 tons is up about 
3 percent due to more favorable market prospects. During the past year, EC 
regulations governing intervention buying have been tightened, reducing the 
opportunity to sell butter and nonfat dry milk to intervention agencies. 


REKKE 
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POLAND'S Milk Production Declines. Milk production in Poland is 
expected to total 15.4 million tons in 1987, 2 percent below 1986, according 
to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Warsaw. Milk cow numbers for 1987 are 
reported at 4.94 million head, 5 percent below 1986. Approximately 0.6 
million head of that total are on state farms while the remainder are 
privately owned. State farms are reported to be cutting dairy operations 
because they have a difficult time making a profit. Private farms also are 
shifting from dairy cows to hogs which offer better opportunities for profit. 
Despite the decline in milk production, output of both butter and cheese are 
expected to be up slightly because processors have lowered the fat content of 
butter, releasing it for other uses. 


Early forecasts for 1988 suggest that additional incentive programs 
put in place in 1987 will be enough to stop the decline in milk cow numbers. 
However, feed supplies going into the 1987/88 winter are not as good as they 
were a year earlier and that factor may keep 1988 milk production below the 
1987 level. 


RKKKK 


SPAIN'S Milk Output Slips. Spain's 1987 milk production is expected 
to total 6.15 million tons, about 2 percent below 1986, according to the U.S. 
agricultural counselor in Madrid. Milk cow numbers are reported at 1.36 
million head for both years. Early forecasts for 1988 suggest milk output 
could decline by 2 percent, mainly in response to limitations imposed by the 
EC quota systen. 


Output of cheese during 1987 is expected to remain at the 1986 level 
of 110,000 tons. After sharp increases in 1986, output of butter and nonfat 
dry milk will be down in 1987 largely due to the lower level of milk 
production.

USDA announced the details of 
Ecuador's $54-million GSM-102 program. The coverage includes $20 million for 
wheat, $7 million for vegetable oils, $5 million each for feed grains, solid 
wood products and breeding stock, $3 million each for tallow, grease and 
cotton, $2 million for planting seeds and $1 million for animal milk replacer. 
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GSM-103 Actions Announced for ECUADOR and TURKEY. Ecuador's
